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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF-SCHOOLS 


The annual report of the Superintendent of Schools for 
the Washington, N. H. School District is hereby respect-_ 
fully submitted to the School Board and, citizens of 
Washington. 


Mrs..Mazie N. Lovejoy taught at the Dole School, salary 
$850; Miss Mildred L. Neal, a recent Keene graduate who 
formerly acted as cadet at the Dole School, was chosen to 
teach the Center School, salary $850; and Miss Alice E. 
Barker, well known in Washington, a graduate from Keene 
in June, 1933, was the East Washington teacher, salary 
$750. Before the close of the year Miss Barker was mar- 
ried and become Mrs. Alice Read. Mrs. Lovejoy and Miss. 
Neal have certificates, and Mrs. Read, having had no pre- 
vious teaching experience, received a license. Miss Ruth 
Whitcomb acted as school nurse receiving $100 as our part 
of her salary. ; | 


There were 46 pupils, 20 boys and 26 girls in our 
schools; 4 in the Hillsboro High School, and 1 in the 
Nashua High School; a total of 51 Washington young peo- 
ple in school. 


One hundred and eighty days of school is the minimum 
number of school days that can really be considered suffi- 
cient, and we approached that number nearer than ever be- 
fore with 178% days, perhaps we can gain that 11%4 days 
next year.

We all know that we had very severe weather during the 
winter term which would naturally reduce our percentage of 
attendance. It was very low, being only 93.7% for all 
three schools. The Dole School attendance, as usual, was 
very good, 98.6% ; the East School was fair with 96%. A 
study of the attendance at the Center shows that their low 
percentage of attendance, 90.7%, was due to the repeated 
absence of three living at a distance; one child having been 
absent about 32% of the time.

There were 5 cases of tardiness at the Dole School; 58 
at the Center, and 75 at the East School, being about % a 
case per pupil at the Dole School, about 2 per pupil at the 
Center, and almost 7 cases per pupil at the East School, 
which was very poor indeed. 


The teachers’ records show that Miss Whitcomb, the 
school nurse, visited the schools 23 times during the year. 
It should be remembered that we share her time with ten 
other school districts, paying only 1-18 of her total salary, 
and that our contract calls for only 12 visits per school year. 
So that although some have felt that she does not visit our 
schools often, yet she really does visit them about twice as 
often as required by her contract. 


The registers show 12 visits by school board members, 
and 67 by parents and friends, while the superintendent 
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also made 67 visits to the schools. That the superintendent 
made as many visits as were made by all the citizens of the 
district is quite a coincidence. 


The necessary repairs were made on the school buildings. 
Miss Whitcomb, the nurse, had the water used in two of 
the schools analysed, and did much for the physical welfare 
of the children. 


The Federal Government furnished funds for the pur- 
chase of milk under certain conditions for school children. 
Not many of our children took advantage of this oppor- 
tunity, but those who did profited by it. 


Attention to their studies was undisturbed by infraction 
of discipline. Your superintendent had no cases of disci- 
pline reported to him this year, a condition which reflects 
credit upon the town, and as a result more time was given 
to the real work of the school. 7
